Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that penmanance of the Beisang 
and Ersek particles make them defective as prior art since their function in the body would be distinct. Also, 
Scopelianos was argued to teach against lactic acid particles because they teach that the use of such would result in a 
material that was too viscous to inject (see columns 2 and 18). Also, we discussed whether Scopelianos discloses a 
lactic acid polymer generally since it discloses copolymers of lactic acid and epsilon caprotactone such that it would 
read on the claim language. Mr. Prebilic felt that it did but the Applicant's representatives diagreed. Applicant's 
representatives also argued that Ron, Tom. and Perraud lacked the gel or the bioabsorbable particles, or had other 
agents which are precluded by the claim language "consisting of." The Examiner's stated that these issues would have 
to be considered more in depth once the amendment is filed but appear persuasive on their face. Applicants stated that 
they may file a notice of appeal along with the amendment as a way to file the amendment and prior to filing an appeal 
brief if necessary . 
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
